Six hundred inches of water are 
being taken out of this district and 
allowed to flow to the Santa Ana 
river and into Orange county for 
use there by irrigation companies 
it was revealed in a survey made 
Saturday by a group of county | 
engineers and announced today by 
Richard G. Manley, city service 
manager. 

Two wells are now pumping the 
water into an open ditch about a 
mile long. A third well is con- 
templated and within a year ap- 
proximately 1500 inches of water 
are to be placed in the river, ac- 
cording to information obtained ; 
by the men. 

Mr. Manley will make an offic- 
ial report of the investigation at 
the city council meeting Thursday 
and Austin Burt, Ontario City ser- 
vice manager, reported the find- 
ings at the council meeting in On- 
tario Jast night. 

The well is located in the Norco 
and Corono district and whether ; 
or not the water is being taken 
from the Chino water basin or, the 
Temescal water basin is a fact 
yet to be determined. If it is be- 
ing taken from the Chino basin, 
the well promoters will face a 
charge of exporting water from 
one basin to another.

Mr. McGroarty was here Feb- 
ruary 1. 1929 when the monu-

49’er Also Coming 

Not so well known but more 
of a pioneer than most pioneers 
in the state is EK, A. Speegle, Los 
Angeles, who will be in Upland 
for the ceremonies. He is a na- 
tive son, a49’er, son of a 49’er 
and grandson of a 49’er. He is 
the sole survivor of his family, 
who came west on the Santa Fe 
trail, from Ozark, Arkansas in 
1849, crossing the Colorado river 
at old Fort Yuma, September 4, 
1849,
